ORDER 

New Delhi, the 25 th April 1963 

G.S.R. 739.—In pursuance of clause 5 of the Sugar (Control) Order, 1903, the 
Central Government hereby directs that no person shall transport, or offer or 
accept for transport, whether by road, rail or water any form of sugar contain¬ 
ing more than 90 per cent sucrose including khandsari sugar, sugar candy and 
bura sugar and any sugar of crystalline structure, from Greater Bombay in the 
State of Maharashtra to any place outside Greater Bombay except under and in 
accordance with a permit issued in this behalf by the Government of the State 
of Maharashtra or any officer authorised by it in this behalf: 

Provided that nothing in this Order shall apply to the transport of sugar— 

(i) on Government account; or 

(ii) under and in accordance with military credit notes; or 

(iii) forming part of ship-stores intended for bona-fide consumption during 

voyage; or 

(iv) apportioned to the owner of a factory under section 5 of the Sugar 

Export Promotion Act, 1958 (30 of 1958), either through, on behalf 
of, or by the Indian Sugar Mills Association (Export Agency 
Division).
